Supreme Court Upholds His 


Passport Fraud Sentence

WASHINGTON, Fab. 17 — The 
Supreme Court upheld the convic­ 
tion of Bari Browder, 1940 presi­ 
dential nominee of the Communist 
party, on a charge of wilfully using 
a passport obtained by false state­ 
ments. 
Justice Stanley Reed delivered 
the decision. No dissent was an­ 
nounced. Justice 
Frank 
Murphy, 
former attorney general, did not 
participate. 
Browder was 
convicted 
by 
a 
jury in the southern New York 
federal district court. He was sen­ 
tenced to four years’ imprisonment 
and fined 12,000. The verdict was 
upheld 
by 
the 
federal 
circuit 
court at New York. 
Claim He Swore Falsely 
The government contended that 
Browder, in applying for a pass­ 
port in 1934, swore that he had 
not previously received a passport. 
The government added that he 
bad received passports under the 
name of Nicholas Dozenberg in 
1921, George Morris in 1927. and 
Albert Enry Richards in 1931.

abroad in 1937 and 1938, Browder 
was alleged to have displayed the 
1934 passport as proof of his citi­ 
zenship and right to enter the 
United Slates. 
The 
indictment 
was under

of which was secured in any way 
by reason of any false statement.”

Nazis’ ‘Peaceful Conquest’ Of Bulgaria Hurts

Indications are that both Bul­ 
garia and Yugoslavia have bowed 
to the will of the N'axi chieftain. 
Bulgaria seems to have decided to 
allow her soil to be used as a Ger­ 
man military base, This will give 
H itler a powerful position right up 
against the Turks and Greeks, and 
will 
virtually complete 
the 
en­ 
circlem ent of unhappy Yugoslavia 
by Axis forces. 
It will be strange lf this doesn’t 
bring Bulgaria Into the war aa an 
Axis ally. 
Bulgarians looked

Russia for guidance, and the Mus­

W ith both Bulgaria and Yugo­ 
slavia In the sack, the Nazi* would 


have erected a mighty barrier to 
any British attack on their east­ 
ern frontier through the Balkans. 
One might say It would be a 
well nigh unsurmountable barrier, 
provided Russia doesn't Interfere 
and the T u rk s remain quiet. There 
lie* the big " if’ of the situation. 
Turkey has Indicated that she 
will set her powerful army Into 
action lf the G ermans threaten the 
Dardanelles or attack Greece. 
However, if it comas to a show­ 
down. and the Russians withhold 
their blessings. It is conceivable 
that the Turk* won t wage war *on 
the Germans unless the latter make 
a direct attack on Turkish terri­ 
tory. 
I am inclined to accept at full 
face value the unofficial assurance 
given in Nazi news dispatches to 
Rumania yesterday that the Ger­ 
mans Intend to open up a full a t­ 
tack on England shortly but th at 
the Balkans won't be Involved un­ 
less Britain moves first.

AD debts constitute a considerable item in the returns of many tax­ 
payers and may be treated in one of two ways—either by reduc­ 
tion from gross Income lo respect to debts ascertained to be worth­ 
less either In whole or in part and charged off, or by a deduction of a 
reasonable addition to a reserve for bad debts. 
Taxpayer* were given an option*5* 
for 1921 to select either of the two 
methods. 
The method used in the 
return for 1921 m ust be used in re­ 
turns for subsequent year* unless 
permission is granted by the com­ 
missioner of internal revenue to 
change to the other method. 
Application to chang* must be 
made a t least 80 days prior to the 
clos* of th* taxable year for which 
the change is to be effective. How­ 
ever, a taxpayer filing a first return 
for 1940 may select either of the 
two method*, subject to th* ap­ 
proval of the commissioner upon 
examination of the return. 
Permission to adopt th# reserve 
method la limited to taxpayers hav­ 
ing a large num ber of account* 
w here credit is extended over a 
considerable period of time. 
It is 
not granted for the purpose of 
handling one specific debt. 
W hat constitute* a “reasonable 
addition” to a reserve for bad debts 
m ust be determined in the tigbt of 
the facts, and will vary as between 
classes of business and with condi­ 
tions of business 
prosperity. It 
will depend prim arily upon the total 
amount of debts outstanding aa of 
th* close of the taxable year, those 
arising currently as well as those 
arising in prior taxable years, aud 
th* total amount of the existing re­ 
serve. 
In case subsequent realisations 
upon outstanding debts prove to be 
more or leas than estim ated at the 
time of the creation of the exist-1 
ing reserve, the am ount of the ex- 
cees or inadequacy in the exiatlng 
reserve should be reflected in the 
determination of the reasonable ad­ 
dition necessary in the taxable year i 
A taxpayer using the 
reserve 
method should abow In his return 
the volume of charge tales (or 
other business transactions) for the ; 
year, and th* percentage of the re­ 
serve to such am ount, the total 
amount of notes and accounts re-1 
cetvable at the beginning and end 
of the taxable year, and the total 
am ount of the debts ascertained to 
be worthless and charged against 
th* reserve during the taxable year.

W 
’HILE the general assembly it considering a 
fireworks 
ban 
in 
Ohio, 
the general 
public 
might lend the m atter some consideration, too. One 
senator remarked the lower house had passed A 
fireworks restriction bill 105 to l l that the temper 
of the people is “hostile to prohibitory legislation." 
Thia la a superficial analysis, because the temper 
of the people la not universally hostile. There are 
persons who are hostile to prohibitory legislation 
on firearms, narcotics and other potentially dan­ 
gerous Implements and commodities, but their hos­ 
tility Is not allowed to constitute public policy. 
Ohio and many other states have known for years 
that fireworks were a menace to public safety. For 
years they have nibbled away at the menace, Im­ 
posing more and more restrictions. Many of them 
finally have reached the point of an outright ban. 
with demonstrably good results. When public opin­ 
ion was ready for a ban. they imposed a ban. 
The question Is whether Ohio now is ready to 
impose a ban. Members of the general assembly 
can be sure of hearing from the interests who want 
fireworks to be sold throughout the state, lf they 
were to hear in proportion from those who think 
it's time to put on a statewide ban, there wouldn't 
he much doubt In their mind about the proper thing 
to do.

t N THE good old days down in Dade county, Fla., 
A the boys usually waited until the w inter season 
was on the wane before beginning any general prac­ 
tice of the gentle Hrts of burglary and highway rob­ 
bery. It was considered a m atter of ethics that they 
give the social deadfalls first crack at the custom­ 
ers in the Interests of seasonal business and be con­ 
tent to take w hat was left 
The pickings might be slim, hut alKtut all that the 
boys of the good old days wanted was getaway 
money, known In the vernacular as the “ blowstakes". 
They oiled up their Johnny Roscoes and wrapped 
bandanas around their pans and fared forth on the 
Pete only when it became apparent that they could 
not raise funds to get to greener pastures in any 
other way. lf occasionally they picked up a few 
ornaments as they went along, it was usually just 
by way of souvenirs for the wife or girl friend back 
home.

Martha Serve Him?

OTH1NG could be more appro­ 
priate for W ashington's birth­ 
day than southern fried chicken 
or W ashington chicken pie. 
Or at least why not observe the 
occasion with a cherry pie? 
This naturally makes us wonder 
why M artha W ashington’s name 
baa been attached to so many 
American dishes. Her own cook 
book is in the library of the His­ 
torical Society of Pennsylvania. 
Some of the recipes have been 
copied and ar* to be seen in old 
collections. The wife of the first 
President devoted skill, imagina­ 
tion and patience to the invention 
of tem pting flavors and the plan­ 
ning of bounteous menus, even 
though it was the Negro cooks 
who did the actual preparation.

MUFFIN BATCHES 
CAN BESURPRISE 


Makes Fine Dish For One 


Of The Early Warm Days

How about running up a batch 
of muffins for a pleasant surprise 
at dinner tonight? Quickly made, 
they'll help make dinner a success, 
especially if the meal is to be a 
simple one. Muffins and iced coffee 
is an “all this and heaven too” 
duet on a warm day—and we ll be 
having one soon! 
For muffins made with pineapple 
and bran, cream thoroughly J cup 
fat and 2 tablespoons sugar, add 
one egg. beat with rotary beater 
until creamy. Add one third cup 
boney, one cup bran. § cup drained 
crushed pineapple and I cup milk. 
Mix well. Sift 2 cups flour with I 
teaspoon 
salt, 
I 
teaspoon 
soda 
and 1| teaspoons baking powder. 
Add to first mixture, stirring 
only until flour disappears. Fill 
greased 
muffin 
tins 
two thirds 
full and bake in 400 degrees F. 
even for about 25 minutes. 
Rran combines with the juicy 
berry to create another munchy 
muffin. Cream 2 tablespoons short­ 
ening and k cup sugar thoroughly; 
add one egg and beat well. Stir 
In one cup bran and I cup milk 
and let soak until most of moisture 
is taken up. Sift one cup flour 
with I teaspoon salt and 2} tea­ 
spoons baking powder; add to first 
mixture with ft cup fresh blue­ 
berries or huckleberries, and stir 
only until flour disappears. Fill 
greased 
muffin pans two thirds 
full and bake In 400 degrees F. 
oven for about 30 minutes. 
Apple Gems 
Apple Gems are easily made. 
Sift and measure a cup of flour 
and mix with 2 teaspoons baking 
powder and i teaspoon salt. Add 
i cup brown sugar, 2 tablespoons 
melted butter, ft cup milk, one 
third teaspoon lemon Jute* and 
two thirds cup chopped apples. 
Bake in hot buttered muffin tins 
at 375 degrees F. for 20 minutes. 
Rice Muffins will give a south­ 
ern touch to your table, for it is a 
favorite recipe in Louisiana. Mix 
together l f cups flour and I tea­ 
spoon salt and stir in one cup milk 
gradually to avoid lumpiness. Add 
one cup cold rice which has been 
cooked soft, and 2 well beaten 
eggs, 3 tablespoons melted butter 
and finally 3 tablespoons baking 
powder. Fill well greased muffin 
tins one third full and bake in hot 
oven 20 minutes or until brown.

When you’re preparing food, one 
of the things you naturally think 
of Is the health of your family. 
For years this part of cooking, 
however, was guesswork. Now it’s 
a science. 
Recently the study of vitamins 
has disclosed many valuable facts, 
and housewives are able to pre­ 
pare meals for their families not 
only with an eye to tastiness and 
attractiveness, but with an intent 
to balance the fare with ingredi­ 
ents necessary for normal growth 
and vigorous health. 
How Dots Th* Doctor Know? 
Dr. 
lx>gan 
Clendenin*, 
who 
writes regular articles on health 
for King Features Syndicate. Inc., 
and The Review, bas th# following 
to say about vitamins which seems 
especially timely to present here 
in this cooking school special edi­ 
tion: 
The conditions which result from 
lack of vitamins are rather elusive. 
However, the modern doctor •* 
alert to the possibility of vitamin 
deficiency and be pays particular 
attention to the following signs 
which may indicate vitamin defi­ 
ciency: 
In the first plack, he makes an 
examination of the eyes to see 
whether or not there is any night 
blindness. This is perhaps the best 
general test of vitamin deficiency, 
and if night blindness Is present 
it Indicates that probably a num­ 
ber of vitamins ar* deficient in 
the diet. 
The condition of the tongue la 
vary im portant. A rough, fissured 
or raw tongue I* good evidence of 
vitamin deficiency. Ulceration* or 
crack* around th* lip* are also 
noted. The condition of the bones, 
especially if there is any swelling 
of the long bones toward the end; 
whether there I* any pain present 
over the bones, are especially val­ 
uable signs in infant*. 
The condition of the skin Itself 
is an indication of vitamin defi­ 
ciency. 
If the skin ii rough and 
shows little plugs s t the mouth 
of the sweat glands which make it 
look as lf there were goosefleah, 
this la considered to be an indica­ 
tion of vitamin deficiency. 
A gen­ 
eral feeling of lassitude is noted, 
and. in general, a feeling of well 
being would indicate that the vita­ 
min supply in the food is sufficient. 
What Kind Of A Cook? 
In trying to arrive at a diag­ 
nosis. it is well to inquire into the 
dietary habits of the individual — 
W hat kind of a cook is there in 
the houaehold? Does the cook cook 
for one or several? 
A peraon liv­ 
ing alone and cooking his or her 
own meals Is much more likely to 
use processed foods which do not 
contain vitamins 
in 
large num­ 
bers. 
A housewife cooking for several 
people, on the whole, is likely to 
have a more balanced diet contain­ 
ing a good quantity of vitamins. 
The whole subject of vitamins is 
one which undoubtedly will be in­ 
creasing in importance within the 
next few years.

RECIPES CALLED 
FUNDAMENTAL IN 
PREPARING FISH 


Way To Cook Salmon, Trout 


Also Serves For Variety 


Of Finny Species 


Here are three recipes for fish. 
mentioning specifically trout, sal­ 
mon and swordfish, but the meth­ 
ods are fundamental and can be 
varified to suit almost any of the 
finny species. 
An old Virginia cook .-ays to 
» clean the trout thoroughly, wash 
and dry. Tip the fish several times 
around with pack-thread to keep 
them whole and in shape. 


Roll Trout In Butter 
Roll trout in melted butter, lay 
©tot a clear fire at a good dla- 
tance. so that, the fish may broll 
slowly. On the modern broiling 
rack, use a moderately low flame. 
To do right by the tasty trout, 
serve it with a piquant sauce. For 
a splendid recipe, wash and bone 
one anchovy and cut into very 
small piece* Chop on© tablespoon 
capers. Combine one half teaspoon 
flour, some butter, and cook all 
the Items with pepper, salt, nut­ 
meg. 
teaspoon 
vinegar. 
When 
blended, pour over trout. 
Another easy way to fix trout Is 
to w'rap each fish in a strip of ba- 
' con. place in pan and bake for 20 
minutes without turning. 
For sauteed brook trout, wipe, 
sprinkle inside fish with salt and 
roll in corn meal, Sautee in but­ 
ter until brown. Serve with a sauce 
made with one half cup butter, tea­ 
spoon salt and juice of a lemon. 


Deep Water Fish 
The best way to rook swordfish 
is 
the state of 
Maine fashion. 
Wipe slices of fish, sprinkle with 
*alt and pepper. Melt a generous 
i, amount of butter In a hot frying 
pao, and cook until slices begin to 
brown. 
Swordfish being a fatless fish, it 
dries up quickly if overcooked or 
^ lf insufficient, butter Is used. Serve 
with sauce made of melted butter, 
salt and lemon. 
Another favorite way of cooking 
swordisb 1s to rub a one-inch slice 
of the fish with salt and pepper 
and lay in a well-buttered baking 
pan. 
,, 
Cover top of fish with finely 
chopped onions and dot generous­ 
ly with butter. Pour one half cup 
water In the bottom of the pan and 
bake in a bot oven or 25 minutes, 
hasting carefully but not disar­ 
ranging the onions and peppers. 
Proud Salmon 
For a truly delicious dish, try 
haked salmon. For a one and a half 
pound slice of salmon, melt two 
tablespoons butter in a saucepan 
and add to it one chopped onion, 
one half clove garlic mashed. 
*' 
Just 
before 
the onion 
begins 
to brown, add one cup canned to­ 
matoes. 
chopped, 
one 
bay 
leaf 
finely crumbled, teaspoon Worces- 
. terahire sauce, salt and pepper. 
Let simmer for five minutes. 
Dredge the salmon with salt and 


pepper, and place in shallow bak­ 
ing dish in the bottom of which 
have been laid four slices bacon.

every two weeks, and bad stains 
rubbed off the flat pieces as they 
occur, and if the kitchen utensils 
are properly cleaned after each 
using, their tare doesn't present 
a very difficult problem. 
When tableware isn t bright and 
shining, and kitchenware is stained 
and ill kept, the household is badly 
run, no matter how stylish the 
ffont may appear, or how fin© tho 
home and its appointments. 


Good Item On Market 


There are good commercial pol­ 
ishes on the market for silver, 
brass, copper, and pewter. Keep 
these together in a handy basket 
or box with one set of soft cloths 
for applying the polishes and an­ 
other set of clean ones for actual 
polishing purposes. 
Rubber gloves protect the hands 
when 
using liquid 
polishes, 8.nd 
old cotton gloves should be kept 
for use with dry pastes and pol- 
| ishes. Keep a bar of silver soap 
near the sink, and use it for rub­ 
bing off egg stains or other dis­ 
colorations as they occur. 
If flat silver used daily, is looked 
over as it is washed, and stains 
immediately 
removed, 
it 
seldom 
becomes necessary to clean all the 
flat silver at one time. Then only 
those pieces which have not been 
in daily use will need routine pol­ 
ishing. 
Chemically treated cloths which 
will quickly remove discoloration* 
iran be bought. But silver so treat­ 
ed should he well washed after 
j sucL a cleaning, before coming tn- 
* to contact w ith any food. Use a 
good paste or a good silver polish 
on large pieces. Apply with a soft 
cloth, let dry on and then rub off 
with a soft cloth. 


Wash After Cleaning 


After cleaning, silver should be 
washed 
in 
warm. 
soapy 
water. 
Then dry it well and bring it to a 
high luster with a soft polishing 
cloth. A little stiff brush, or an 
old discarded toothbrush, will be 
useful 
in 
applying or 
removing 
polish 
from 
chased 
or 
filagree 
work. 
If brasses or coppers have been 
treated with lacquer do not use 
any polish on them as it. will only 
remove the finish and entail clean­ 
ing thereafter, lf not 
lacquered, 
apply 
chemical 
paste 
or 
liquid 
and polish with a soft cloth. Rub 
off well when it dries, and if the 
article is for table or kitchen use, 
wash well with soapy water.

rate, it never does any harm and 
there is very little toxicity associa­ 
ted with the vitam ins. 
Vitamin C Is Abundant 
Nature produces Vitamin C in 
abundance and it is well she does, 
because we could not exist, in a 
healthy condition very long with­ 
out It. 
It Is found In nearly all 
fruits and vegetables, as well as 
milk, eggs, and meat. 
When It Is 
sot In the food scurvy develops. 
We seldom see scurvy nowadays, 
hut it used to be a regular thing to 
tee It on long sea voyage* where 
fresh fruit and vegetable* were 
Bot available. 
Milk Is not likely to contain 
large quantities of Vitamin C and 
for that reason orange Juice or to­ 
m ato Juice is added to the baby's 
diet when It is In the milk stage to 
prevent Infantile scurvy. 
In infants, scurvy m anifests it­ 
self by bleeding from the gums, 
sa d painful swollen Joints. 
I have 
seen 
many 
Infants 
treated 
for 
acute rheum atism and have seen 
effected a m arvelous cure by the 
sim ple expedient of giving them 
orange Juice. 
‘Bachelor* Scurvy 
Rarely nowadays, we see a form 
of scurry In adults. 
It is called 
••bachelor scurry". 
It occurs In 
eccentric 
people 
who 
live 
very 
much alone and don’t take the 
trouble to cook their m eals so they 
live mostly on crackers and cheese 
end coffee and canned and proc­ 
essed foods. 
N atural foods con­ 
tain Vitamin C but processed foods 
e re deficient in it. 
Vitamin P is something like Vita­ 
m in C in action. 
It la found in 
fruits, especially lemons, and curi­ 
ously enough Hungarian red pep­ 
per contains a good quantity of it 
It supplem ents the action of Vita 
min C. and it deficient in th * diet 
hem orrhages a r * likely to occur. 
It exerts its action on the sm all 
blood vessel wall. 
Vitamin D is added to the in­ 
fan t’s diet to prevent rickets. Rick­ 
ets is a d isease of the bones In 
which 
calcium 
and 
phosphorous 
are not utilized. 
Bones, of course, 
a r s m ade from calcium and phos­ 
phorous. Vitamin D seem s to have 
tb s property of allowing the bones 
to absorb calcium and phosphorous 
from the blood and build them up 
Into bone structure. 
Cod Liver OII 
In rickets this process is defi­ 
cient and. therefore, the bones are 
soft so that we have frequent cases 
of knock-kaees and bowlegs and 
Other bone deform ities. 
The vita­ 
min is, therefore, given to growing 
children regularly, usually in the 
form of cod liver oil. 
Vitamin E is one of the newer 
vitam ins and b as proved of very 
considerable interest, 
it is fat sol­ 
uble and is found mostly in fatty 
parts of vegetables.

A sensational use for the vita­ 
min has recently been found by 
Dr. H erbert Evans at the Univer­ 
sity 
of 
California. 
He 
experi­ 
mented by giving anim al mothers 
Just enough of the vitamin to a l­ 
low them to produce a living lit­ 
ter. 
He then deprived the mother of 
E entirely to that the anim als got 
none In the milk and then he took 
It away from their diet. He thought 
that this might have som e effect 
upon reproduction but, to his aston­ 
ishment, what actually happened 
was that the anim ala becam e para­ 
lyzed. 
When the Vitamin E la restored 
to the diet. the paralysis disap­ 
pears. 
It bas, therefore, been used 
In human medicine, given to peo­ 
ple with various form s of paraly­ 
sis. 
In ons form at least It bas 
proved of spectacular benefit, the 
r a le s being completely restored to 
bealtb. 
Vitamin H Also Is Ntw 
Vitamin H is another new vita­ 
min, but up to the present time no 
human conditions have been found 
to result from deficiency. 
It is 
necessary for certain anim als. For 
Instance, 
trout 
cannot 
be 
kept 
alive unless Vitamin II is added 
to the water of the stream . 
Vitamin K is another new vita­ 
min and is very useful. 
Its use 
has, in 
fart, solved one of the 
great 
problem s 
of 
surgery—the 
tendency to hem orrhage in Jaun­ 
dice. 
Vitamin K ta chem ically of 
a fatty nature and it is known 
that fats do not absorb in the in­ 
testine until they are united with 
bile. 
In cases of obstructive jaundice, 
therefore, where no bile is in the 
intestine. K is not digested and is 
not absorbed and, therefore, there 
is a spontaneous hem orrhage in 
this condition, 
lf the Jaundice is 
due to gallstones it m akes the op­ 
eration quite hazardous. 
It la, therefore, a great boon to 
surgeons to have Vitamin K in 
these conditions and it is now giv­ 
en routinely to patients with Jsnn- 
dice, especially if they are being 
prepared for operation.

Handle Equipment Carefully

Good—The grade for shoppers 
who want quality beef at m oderate 
prices. 
It has a slightly thin fat 
covering and is about the sam e 
as 
choice, 
although 
with 
less 
“m arbling”. 
Com m ercial—Not 
as 
good 
for 
broiling or roasting as other grades, 
but good for pot roasts, stew s, and 
meat pies. 
It has little fat. 
U tility—The lowest grade custom ­ 
arily sold at retail. For pot roasts, 
stew s and other econom ical meat 
dishes. It has a tbin fat covering

three tablespoons brown sugar and 


one-half teaspoon cinnamon. Uae 
ripe bananas. 
Sift together flour, baking pow­ 
der and salt. Cut in shortening. Add 
milk gradually and stir until soft 
dough la formed. Turn dough onto 
a floured board and knead for 80 
seconds. Roll into oblong shape 
and knead for 80 seconds. Spread 
with tablespoon butter. Peel ba­ 
nanas and alice evenly over dough. 
Mix together sugar and cinna­ 
mon and sprinkle over bananas. 
Roll dough Ilka Jelly roll. Cut into 
slice#, one end one-half Inches 
thick. Place Into well-buttered muf­ 
fin pans, cut aide tip. Brush tops 
with rem aining butter. Bake in 425 
degree F. over about l l minutes, 
Six servings.

John Rarrymore, stage aud screen 
etar. in the hospital. The famous 
actor was forced to suspend ap­ 
pearance in a Broadway hit be­ 
cause he was suffering from a 
vitamin deficiency resulting from 
* longstanding gastric condition, 
according to bis doctor. 
Now this need not happen to 
you. Vitamins are “foods”. They 
exist in the things you eat. And 
certainly, 
the 
thriftiest, 
wisest 
way to get. them is from your mar­ 
ket basket rather than your medi­ 
cine chest. 
You can't see. taste or smell 
vitamins. But. you need them, or 
aooner or later your doctor may 
be saying that you. too, have a 
''vitamin deficiency”. Take Vita­ 
min A. for instance. Xerophthal­ 
mia. commonly known as night 
blindness, result* from a defici­ 
ency of this vitamin. Now you may 
never get xerophthalmia, but from 
inadequate amount* of Vitamin A 
In your meals you may find your­ 
self more susceptible to colds. 
You May Suffer 
You’ll probably never get poly­ 
neuritis, either, from lack of Vita­ 
min Bl, but you many suffer from 
poor appetite, bad digestion and 
even nervous trouble. Your phys­ 
ical tone may be lowered without 
sufficient C, but chances are you 
won't get scurvy. And the same 
with D. You needn’t worry about 
getting rickets (the D deficiency 
disease), but if you aren’t getting 
enough of the “sunshine vitamin”, 
ss D is called, you may soon be 
worrying about your teeth. 
CAtce you realize what can hap­ 
pen with too few vitamins in the 
diet, you 
should 
begin 
to look 
• round for the foods that contain 
these vital factors. And you don’t 
hava to search far, Out of 1*0 good 
sources of vitamins, aa Meted by a 
reputable authority, 167 are sold 
In the grocery store. Vegetable# 
supply 19 sources for A, IS for O 


and 32 for C. Fruita provide 251 
sources for A, while seven meats i 
are rich in B. and 5 in G. Butter. | 
eggs, milk and cheese contain A, 
B, G aud D. 
Is this wealth of riches confus­ 
ing? A good 
way to remember 
which source contains which vita­ 
min is to reduce the subject to 
a few main facts. It can even be 
put into primer form, something 
like this: 
A is for grade A milk and the 
vitamin found in milk and milk 
products, particularly butter. B is 
for bran and the vitamin found 
in whole grain breads and cereals. 
C is for citrus fruits, particularly 
the 
orange-lemon-grapefruit 
fam­ 
ily. D is for daylight because this 
is the sunshine vitamin and it also 
can be found in the fish liver oils. 
G is for growth and is the vitamin 
found in leafy vegetables. 
Breakfast is one of the simplest 
ways to get a good start on your 
daily quota of vitamins. For your 
eye-opener, there is orange juice, 
grapefruit, 
tomato 
or 
pineapple 
Juice and. in season, the various 
berries that taste so delicious with 
cream. Any of these fruits contain 
considerable C. 
Next Cornea The Cereal 
After the fruit comes the cereal. 
An eminent nutritionist bas de­ 
clared that Bl is the vitamin most 
often lacking in American diets. 
Therefore, 
be 
sure 
that 
your 
cereal contains a good supply and 
that means make It a whole grain 
product or one that has been en­ 
riched with additional Vitamin Bl. 
Pour plenty of milk on top of it. 
too. The almost "perfect food” will 
help 
supply calcium 
and 
many 
more vitamins. 
Climax the meal with America's 
A-No. I combination, bacon and 
eggs (containing B and G reepec- 
tively), and you not only have a 
meal fit to set before a king but, 
more pointedly, it would please a 
•'vitamin king”. 
Wise menu • planning will 
not 
stop at breakfast. See that your 
other meals include vitamin rich 
foods. They’re easy enough to ge-t 
right at the com er grocery. Put 
your household food money on a 
vitamin allowance. 
A good rule to follow is this. 
Divide your family 
food 
budget 
into flftha. Spend a fifth for vege­ 
tables and fruit, a fifth for milk 
and cheese, a fifth for meats, fish 
and eggs, a fifth for bread and 
cereals 
(half 
should 
be 
whole 
grain) and a fifth for fats, sugar 
and other groceries. Or if you 
want, 
spend 
a 
little more 
for 
fruits, vegetables, milk and cheese, 
and a little less for meats, fish, 
fats and sugar.

Many Varieties Possible In 


Making Them This Way 


Everyone 
like* 
doufhnuts, 
so 
e^rv* them to the family if you 
' ’ant a little extra appreciation. 
You can use a basic recipe and 
then do variation* on the theme. 
Here is a recipe for jelly dough* 
nuts, sift together two cups flour, 
two 
teaspoon*

powder, 
three fourth* teaspoon salt, one
